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Football 
dropped 


after 
five years

Football never had a chance at Sir George. 


Sure, the official obituary states that the gridiron 
game died in relative obscurity this summer from chronic 
budget failure and lack of student interest. 


But just between ourselves, football was dying 
a slow death long before the bell tolled for the final time. 
The half-hearted efforts of the medical experts to save 
the patient only served to hasten the end. 


The symptoms first appeared in infancy. The record 
states that football came to Sir George by popular demand, 
but from the first game played by the fledgling Georgians, 
it was apparent the sport was headed for trouble. Without 
a home field near Sir George to practice and play on, 
player attendance at workouts was difficult to maintain 
and fan support was lacking. 


Frank Elk was the first coach of the Georgians. 
People remember his teams those first two seasons with 
the same fondness they had for Casey Stengel’s 1962 
Amazin’ Mets. As the record shows, Elk made only one 
mistake as coach — he took the job. 


The boxscore on Frank Elk spoke for itself — two 
wins, 10 defeats, a million laughs. 


Phil Chiarella’s arrival as head coach in 1969 
heralded the dawn of “big time’”’ football at Sir George. 
High hopes inspired by a fair amount of recruiting were 
soon dashed when it became apparent Chiarella and his 
players had one problem — they couldn’t tolerate each 
other. At the end of a hapless season, Chiarella got the 
hook, 


Lest we forget, Chiarella’s record was no wins, six 
losses, no respect! 


Bryan Hayes replaced Chiarella for the 1970 and 
1971 seasons, an era which saw the best and worst days of 
the football program. 


The 1970 Georgians were the best players to ever 
wear Sir George colours. The team won four of six games 
and finished second in a six-team league. One of the wins 
Was an upset conquest of Loyola. For a few ecstatic days, 


Quarterback Jerry Puklicz down and looking for help. A not uncommon 


scene. 


Sir George students as a whole seemed to be just a little 
prouder of the institution — strange as that may seem. 


The team went on to roll up three more wins 
causing many to wonder if the Georgians weren’t Cinderellas 
transforming Sir George football from rags to riches. The 
glittering carriage turned back into a pumpkin on a cold, 
drizzly Friday in October and the only way football at 
Sir George went from there was down. 


1971 was the year of the recession — back to 
mediocrity. By September of that year, our patient was 
beginning to display symptoms of a terminal illness. 
Off-season recruiting had produced only enough promising 
newcomers to replace those lost from graduation the year 
before. 


From the start, team morale was undermined by 
squabbling between Hayes and many of his players. After 
two lack-lustre wins over light weight opponents, the 
Georgians collapsed under the pressure of constant internal 
bickering, finishing with two wins against four losses. 


The Brian Hayes era thus came to anend. Sir 
George football had reached the heights and tumbled to 
the depths. The boxscore — six wins, six losses, agony 
and ecstacy. 


New athletic director Paul Arsenault wanted to use 
the winter of 1971-72 to correct the most impoverished 
part of the football program — the lack of full-time head 
coach. Arsenault’s search took seven fruitless months and 
by the time he left last August to coach hockey at 
Loyola, the football program was one step closer to the 
brink of ruin. 


Dave King was quickly hired as a part-time coach in 
August, but the damage was irreparable. The Georgians 
lost each game, often by humiliating scores, but they did 
it with their heads held high thanks to Dave King and staff. 


The final boxscore on the final era was no wins, six 
defeats, plenty of people glad they played anyway. 


Given this history of Sir George football, its passing 
didn’t come as a great shock to most people. It was a lack 
of full-time coaching and poor facilities for which there 
seemed to be no alternatives. It was money and it was 
lack of student support. 


It was all these things! 


But for people like Jerry Puklicz, Tom Dyce, Bob 
“Beach Boy’”’ Bindon, Sam Weissbach, Ralph Loader, Ron 
Goldenberg, Ross Milligan and a hundred other it was a 
part of their lives they’II always cherish.

It is unlikely that 1972-73 will be remembered as 
the hockey season the Sir George Williams hockey team 
set a record for most wins in a season. Nor are many going 
to recall that the Georgians finished in first place for the 
first time since the 1966-67 season. Rather this past season 
will be remembered most because Sir George made a rather 
hasty exit from the playoffs by losing the Quebec University 
Athletic Association hockey final at Loyola. 


But as one who watched the Georgians for 36 
games and in several practices, | had some theories of 
my own. Suffice it to say that like most of the faithful 
Georgians fans, | was disappointed, extremely so, when 
Sir George lost. 


Judging by the several non-capacity crowds at 
Verdun Auditorium this season, | guess you would say 
there were a few faithful Georgians fans, but when you 
found out that people had driven in from Toronto for 
a provincial championship game, you knew that there were 
fans out there somewhere. 


Perhaps the high point of the season occured on 
Friday, Nov. 24 in the Varsity Arena, the home of the 
five time National Champions, University of Toronto 
Blues. The Georgians made their debut in front of the 
Blues’ home crowd and their boisterous Lady Godiva 
Memorial Marching Band. Final score: Georgians 4 - Blues 
3, the only home game the Blues lost all year. 


The game-winning goal that night was scored by 
Mark Shewchuk, who if he stays around for a while, could 
establish himself as the greatest point-getter in Georgians 
history. Shewchuk, jumped from industrial league hockey 
into the college ranks and almost the WHA, scored 114 
points in his first two-years at Sir George and won a

Berry-Kerr duo scored 410 points

Quick now, who is the all time leading scorer in Sir 
George hockey history? 


If you said Bob Berry, well, it was a good guess, but a 
wrong one. 


In actual fact, Berry, now a member of Los Angeles 
Kings of the National Hockey League, is ranked No. 2 
in the all-time list with 203 points, four behind his 
ex-teammate Trevor Kerr. 


In his four years at Sir George, Kerr scored 91 ® 
goals and a record 116 assists while Berry accomplished | — 
his 203 points on 97 goals and 106 assists in three years 
of play. Berry holds the record for most points in a season, | 
89, set in the 1966-67 season when the Georgians won their 
fifth straight conference title. 


Dave Dies, who once coached the Georgians to a 
conference title, had the most goals in his career. In his 
three seasons at Sir George, Dies managed 99 goals and 81 
assists and holds down third spot in the all-time list with - 
180 points, eight ahead of Bill Ellyett, 10 in front of Jim 


Webster, 11 more than Toby O’Brien and 12 more than Trevor Kerr, the all-time leading Bob Berry, perhaps the greatest player 
big John Murray. Georgian scorer. ever to put on a Georgian uniform. 


O’Brien, who played along with Webster on McGill 


Redmen last season, had 72 goals and 97 assists while Mike McNamara, now in the Quebec Nordiques 
Murray, who closed out his five-year career with the organization, had 45 goals and 81 assists in 92 games in 
Georgians by playing on the first-ever Quebec University three years while Mark Shewchuk, who along with Francois 
Athletic Association championship team in 1971-72, had Ouimet was All-Canadian on the Georgians last year, had 
86 goals and 82 assists.

If one was tempted to evaluate the 1972-73 
version of the Sir George basketball team in one sentence, 
he might say: “It was a good year, but...” 


Sir George moved up two rungs in basketball 
this year, finishing second behind a rebuilt Loyola squad. 
On the other hand, the two teams which finished ahead 
of them the year before, MacDonald and McGill, both 
dropped out of the playoffs thanks to heavy losses from 
graduation in June. 


Tom Brethel was once again the great athlete on 
the team. The Hempstead N.Y. native lead the squad in 
scoring with a 22.9 average which was also tops in the 
QUAA. Tom Brethel also topped the league in assists and 
was the leading rebounder among guards in the province, 
and perhaps the nation. 


Mike Hickey also contributed steadily throughout 
the season, finishing fourth in the league in scoring. 
Aside from those two, however, performances from the 
rest of the team were spotty. Pete Hargrove, Terry 
O’Brien, Jeff Neiman and Scott Eisenberg had their games, 
but not all that many of them. 


Tom Brethel was Mr. Everything last year for the Georgians. 


The Georgians won 14 league games, many of them 
against terrible opposition. 


Yet they failed to beat Loyola in three efforts and 
lost two out of three to Bishop’s, including the league 
semi-final. As for exhibition play, the Georgians’ were 
generally sloppy when it came to playing opponents 
outside their league, and their record of five wins against 
11 defeats speaks for itself. 


In short, there was just no significant improvement. 
After doing a considerable amount to fortify the basketball 
program, coach Wilf Jackson couldn't file away the rough 
edges of many of his players. Good enough to beat 
UQAM, Sherbrooke or CMR any day or night, the cagers 
nonetheless couldn't beat any quality opposition. 


In league play, Loyola proved to be the big winners, 
going undefeated all season and winning their umpteenth 
Quebec basketball championships before losing to Lakehead 
in the National championships. Still, it was not a dull year 
for Loyola. Several players quit or were suspended at 
Christmas and three French schools in the QUAA refused 
to face the powerful Loyola squad on the grounds that 
Loyola was packing their team with Americans to the 
detriment of college basketball in Quebec.

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TVSG in third year

Like today’s award-winning movie spectaculars, 
Television Sir George’s coverage of the Intercollegiate 
Game of the Week started with silent pictures. 


Mind you, millions of dollars are not poured into 
the TVSG presentation, but it’s unlikely the enthusiasm 
of the production crew can be matched. 


The TVSG series was born in the fall of 1971. 
Video tapes of Georgian football games were being shown 
on closed-circuit TV in both the Hall and Norris Buildings. 
People were watching them all right, but there was one 
problem — no audio. That meant that if someone just 
stopped by a few moments, they had no idea where the 
game stood. 


Bob Philip, the present hockey coach, his prede- 
cessor, Paul Arsenault and Glenn Cole, who became one 
of the play-by-play men, thought it would be a good idea 
to televise the Georgian hockey games, only with audio. 


At the same time, the people over at TVSG were 
having similar thoughts. John Kalil, Gary Shaffan and 
Steve Marco, the executive at the station, got together 
with the people in athletics and the new series was born. It 
eventually wound up on one of the local cable TV 
systems. 


Brian Sacks was chosen as Cole’s play-by-play 
partner and the two of them will be back for their 
third season this year. 


The first Georgian game that was shown was their 
first-ever game in the new Quebec University Athletic 
Association on Nov. 10. That night, the Georgians defeated 
McGill Redmen 3-0. It was one of three time the Redmen 
lost on TVSG, the other two games being rather one-sided.

game between arch-rivals Sir George and Loyola. More 
than 3,000 people jammed every corner of the Loyola 
Arena and packed in the crowd and in amongst a group 
with its own trumpeter were Cole and Sacks. 


For three and a half periods, both announcers yelled 
themselves hoarse televising perhaps the best game seen in 
the city that year. The Georgians and Warriors took turns 
dominating the game and finally it ended at 12:16 of the 
first overtime period when the Georgians scored the only 
goal of the game. The fans and yes, the announcers too, 
went wild. 


TVSG cameramen, who had to dodge paper, cans 
and other projectiles directed at the ice, had to scramble 
to protect their cameras once the game ended. It was that 
type of night. 


There have been some other strange nights on the 
telecasts. Two players, Tom Price and Rick Panting, came 
eye-to-eye with the ice-cleaning machine at McGill Winter 
Arena while they were being interviewed. 


Then there was the night the crew decided to try 
their hand at basketball. The game between Bishop’s and 
the Georgians was selected and things went all right until 
a fuse blew at the Loyola gym. 


And there was the night in Trois-Riviéres when the 
crew arrived at the ancient Colisee. They wanted to 
televise the game, but there was one problem — they 
couldn't find an electrical outlet in the rink. Eventually, 
with the aid of the Georgian sports editor Dave Gersovitz, 
a socket was found and the game was perhaps the best one 
done that year. 


This season, the TVSG is benefitting from one 
of the best schedules in Sir George history and year 
No. 3 should be the best of all time.

Probably the most notable result of the 1972-73 
hockey campaign was the selection of Mark Shewchuk and 
rookie Francois Ouimet to the first All-Canadian team. The 
two players both hailed from a team which didn’t win 
their provincial title, whereas the other four All-Stars on 
the team were chosen from the two teams that advanced 
all the way to the National finals. 


Mark, returning to the Georgians from the Quebec 
Nordiques really had little to prove last season. His name 
had been brandished all over the league and he could 
have glided on his reputation. Instead Mark came out 
hustling and re-established the respect he had earned in 
1972 while in the corners. He engendered a legend and as 
such he was feared around the league. 


During the year, Mark was the team leader and 
this was painfully obvious in the QUAA finals. Shewchuk 
earned his star rating by being named to several all-star 
units through the year that faced Russian, Czech and 
Swedish teams. In each of his appearances the gritty 
winger created an enviable impression. 


Francois Ouimet anchored the stingy Georgians 
defence while garnering 10 goals and 40 assists during 
lulls in the defensive business.
